‘Mr. Browne's im- 
pressivu of the uttiludy of the Chinese towards 
the “disinfection sathat they were very 
glad that Emropenns ware enteavouring to 
kill the plugns hy -famigating: their houses 
with suffocating chlorino—n disinfectant in 
whiet’ they have great faith, Out of 558 
houses disinfceted, only 17 floors were found 
vucant, x0 that many people had not left the 
district before the opsrations wore commenced. 
On Monday, 24th. Jnno; “the kitchens and 
backyards of the disinfected houses were washed 
with chloride of limy nul water, aud: the house- 
drains and gewers of tho district were: disin- 
fected and flushed, Many of the occupants en- 
denvoured to anticipate the eoolies by doing the 
washing themselves, The European in charge 
of oach gang had been iustructed to induce tire 
residents to throw away all rubbish, and they 
xremed to be glad of an opportunity to do so. ‘The 
whole work was cormple ba on Welnesday even- 
ing, 26th June, oud was carried throngh without 
eacountoring any diffleultios from the Chinese. 
On the other hand, every assistance was received 
from them. Eight thousand pouids of chloride 
of lime and 3,20 pounds of wulphnrie acid were 
used, ‘I'he total cost of the operations, inelnd- 
ing materials and coolie hire, was about $1,300,

THER FLUSHING OF THE SEWERS WITIE 

SEA WATER, benef 

The reply of the Government relative io a re- 
qnest of the Board that the Goverument recon- 
sider the question of the flusling of the sewers 
and sturm-drains with cea-water was Jaid on the 
table, It vead:— : 

“Colonial Secretary's Office, 

“9th July, 1901" ¢ 

“ Sir,—-In reply to your letter of the 3rd ult., 
I am directod by HE. the. Governor to 
transmit to you. the onclosed.. copy of a 
minute of the Director of Public Works: 
on the question of the flushing of the sewers 
and storm-water drains of the city with sea- 
water, und to inform you tliat the Acting 
Director of Public Works advises that tho 
initial cost of a scheme for flushing the sewers 
with sea-water would be about $2..,000, and its 
annual cost aliout $10,000, 

“2. His Excellency does not feel competent 
to decide thu vexed question of the drainage 
system, and has requested that the services of 
an expert ou sanitation should be obtained in 
England with a view to bis viriting Hongkong 
und reporting geuerally upon the sanitation of 
the colony." . 

The minute by Mr. Ormsiy, dated February,37 
1899, is uy follows :— There are now in. use in 
the city. 32 ulatomatic flushing tanks placed in 
the most suitable positions. The sewers have 
been laid to solf-cloaning grades in nearly every 
ease, and through them passes daily most of ths 
3,000,000 gallons of water consume in the city 
every 24 hours, Au oxamination of thesesewors 
at any of the man-holes usually shows them 
ranning half full with water.” 

Regarding the use of sea water-for flushing 
drains, Afr. Cooper, in his report on the Water 
Supply in 1806, wrote as tollows:—“ During. 
resent years, many seaside towns . have 
adopted “a system of water supply, using 
sea water for watering streets, ilushing 
drains, five-serrice, etc. In considering the 
foreguing, the practicability of adopting such a 
system for the City of Victoria has not been 
lost night of, and though the useof sea water 
favours deposits in sewers, its adoption for street 
jug hus advantages’ over the use of 

water, und may with advantage. be 
used in comparatively level localities, An 
projoct for the utilisation of sea wator for sue! 
purpoxys in the City of Victoria, owing to tho 
Yarying elvvations-of thy built aroa, viz, from 


-practically ned-luvel to G00 feet above ges-level, 


must Lecessmily involve the installation aad 
maintenance of pumping machinery and the 
construction of sarviea roservoirs in addition 
to those used for the water sapplied for potable 
Burpores. It would further be necessary 
to lay throughout tho city a separate syatem of 
distribution mains and hydrants.: The cost of 
such a project would not compare favourably 
with the gravitation projects put. forward in 
ths preeeding pages of this report, and, con- 
sequently, Lamof opinion nosuch projectshould 
be entertained so long os a supply of fresh water 
duficient for all purposer can be obtained. at 
a reasonable cost by gravitation. The cost of 
pumping up sea-water to the 600 foot level, and 


Laying distribution mains to use it for fusing 


sewers, would be: prohibitive, even if desirable. 
Further storage of water in the Tytam Valley 
is projected, and with a more abundant supply, 
tho flushing toaks may be used more freely.

engaging this gentloman, in anticipation of the. 


Board gladly accupting what services . wo 
‘contd render in assisting the Government to 
stamp oat the plague, we were influenced 
by the fact of his nationality, as it enabled 
him to converse With his patients in their own 


language, nnd mors rexdily to diagnoso their. 


symptoms, We venture to submit that no 
European doctor, if he be nusble to converse 
with his pationts, and bo ignorant of thoir ways 
and mode of fife, can be classed os equal te a 
Focal ‘native practitioner of largo oxperioneé 
and duly qualified. 

“As alveuly stated, that, having engaged Dr, 
Kwan, wo do not see our way to go to the 
expense of employing another Enropean doctor, 
who would simply have to certify to the corres 
tious of Dr, Kiwan's treatment, which of course 
is athing wo should not care to ask Dr. Kwan 
to submit to. We, thezefore, boy to again 
urgo the Board's recansideratjon of the matter, 


and in doing so would cali their attention to the 


fact that the Government’ provide uo local 
medina attendance or facilities to ths inhabitants 
in the. large and_pppulous district our scheme 
would embrace, that by conceding to our request 


they would be relieved of the crre of a dis. | 


trict ‘Qifeult for them to deal with, ‘and 
thos be enabled to concentrata their efforts 
elsewhere to the benefit of the colony, ant 
would further avoid’ auch distressing incidants 
as that reported to us by our manager yester- 
doys, ‘viz, a woman having died at Quarry 
Bay. the previous -day, on. hor death. baing 
reported to the authorities, a burial certificate 
was issued, on receipt of whieh tho husband ket 
off te procrre u cofliu und © hearers, but on 
liv veturn with sume found, to his dismay, the.

because ho could yet an Europenn dector easily. 
With Butterfield and Swire it was dilferent. 
‘An European doctor could not waste precious 
time by, running down to Quarry Bay every 
vow and again, and the speaker. thought 
Butterfield ant Swire wore right in refusing 
to snbmit to auch a stipulation. Dr. Bell 
had. minuted that this’ was a plan hy 
Buttertield and Swire to keep their coolies 
werking, 2n@ was not suggested in order to 
keep to combat tho plague, Assuming that 
the promptings of the commencial mind were 
sordid—(laugbter)—absolutely sordid, he did 
not see why they should agres not to consent 
to the sordid request of the Board in relation 
to the retaining of an Europeandoector. Messrs. 
Buttertiekd and Swire’s offer ofnssistance to com- 
bat the plague was one deserving the heartiest 
support, and it came with very bad graeo for 
the members of the Beard t: thwart them. 
Mz. Osborne, in concluding, trusted that the 
Board would reconsider the matter, and grant 
Mossrs. Butterfield anit Swire's request. 

_ Mx. May was entirely opposol to the applica- 
tion. The Board required an European doctor 
to: visit and supervise for the very sate reason 
that an Huropean meilica) officer visited duily 
the Tung Wa Hospital and every other p'ague 
hospital opon iu the colony. When the Board 
gave up the contrel of its plague 
hospitals they had better give up control 
ofavyerything. Carefal supervision was necersary 
in order to tell whether a case was one of plague 
or not. Mr. May moved that Butterfield and 
Swire be notified- that the Board could not 
reconsider its decixiua, a. 

Dr, Bet seconded. He characterized the 
statement thet » Chinaman does not like an 
European practitioner as nonsense, and if mem- 
bers liked to helieve the statement—well, they 
could. For. its ‘contradiction, however, the 
had only to go to the Government Civil 
Hospital and they would find every Chinese 
word fulj. Last year there wero nine hun- 
dyad Chinese patients. ‘here was another 
cock-aud-ball story that ao Chinaman did not 
Tike being cut about by an European. Tho 
surgery ward at the Government Civil Hospital 
was now chock-a-block.. A Chinaman did not 
like to have an arm or Iog taken off any more 
than an European, but wher it was necesssry 
they submitted to the operation et an European 
doctor's lands. All stories to the contrary 
were ubsolutcly falso.
